Tennis Complex Okayed

Plans for a Municipal Tennis Center 
and six multi-purpose athletic fields 
were approved by the City Council 
Monday night, paving the way for the 
full development of the southern half 
of the Multi-Purpose Complex. 
The newest recreational facilities 
were approved in the 1975 bond 
election and will be built at a reduced 
local price through the receipt of two 
federal grants. The Bureau of Outdoor 
R ecreation aw arded Plano a 50 
percent m atching grant for the 
acquisition and development of the 
projects. 
The 13-court tennis cen ter is 
estim ated at $443,000 with BOR 
picking up half the tab. A professional 
center, the courts will be surfaced 
with plexipave and lighted by high 
intensity sodium lamps, according to 
Gene Schrickel of Schrickel, Rollins 
and Assoc. 
The plans will now be reviewed by 
the BOR and the Texas Parks and

Wildlife Dept., which is the ad­ 
ministrative authority for the state, 
before being let out for bid. 
C onstruction of a m ulti m illion 
dollar athletic stadium is already 
underway and with the council’s 
approval of plans for the tennis center 
and athletic fields and the school 
district’s plans to build a high school 
on the site, the complex will have near 
maximum use.

Students Score High 
In CTBS, ACT Exams 


Plano students continued to score 
above national and state norms on 
testing program s given to first 
through 
eighth 
g rad ers 
and 
graduating seniors during 1975-76 
The 
results 
w ere 
from 
the 
California Test of Basic Skills ((’TBS) 
administered to all first 
through 
eighth 
g raders 
and 
from 
the 
American College Test taken by 250 
graduating seniors, according to 
Curriculum Director Bill Holifield 
The 1975-76 results were similar to 
1974-75 results on the (TBS, Dr 
Holifield noted 


“ In reading comprehension, this 
means that through the sixth grade, 
our students either increased the 
amount they were above the national 
norm last year or maintained the 
above-norm 
level,’’ 
he explained 
“ However, at the seventh and eighth 
grade levels, our students tended to 
lose some of the gain from prior years 
although they still scored 12 years 
above grade level 


“ The same pattern holds somewhat 
true for scores in reading vocabulary 
and language,” Dr 
Holifield con 
tinued “ In math, our students tended 
to reach the maximum of above-norm 
growth by the end of the third grade 
and then generally maintained that 
level of achievement on through the 
eighth grade." 
On the ACT, Plano seniors exceeded 
the national mean scores on the 
English, math, natural science and 
composite areas of the test and 
matched the national mean in social 
studies 
In all five areas, Plano 
students scored significantly higher 


than the state mean 
“We are pleased with these test 
results because they do show our 
students achieving above the national 
norm s,” Dr Holifield said “ We did 
not score as high in some areas as we 
feel that we should and we will be 
scrutinizing those areas closely 
through our evaluation process and in 
service programs this year ’’ 


In a related m atter, school trustees 
in September appointed a 19 member 
committee to make recommendations 
by December on improving coni 
m unications skills and develop 
homework guidelines for each grade 
level 
The com m ittee will also 
examine early graduation by seniors 
and the minimum course load for 
seniors.

The way 
you go about rearranging 
yourself is to recognize you 
have two problems, not just 
one 
It is a perverse aspect of 
nature that causes us to lose 
fat in our face first and last in 
the abdomen and hips area A 
good program is to do exer­ 
cises to build up muscles in 
the skinny places and be on an 
exercise diet program to lose 
calories and get rid of the un­ 
wanted fat deposits 
Do isometric exercises for 
your face That means con­ 
tracting each group of facial 
muscles that you can identify 
several times each morning — 
between three and ten times is 
enough for each group 
Also do exercises that use 
your arm s and chest muscles 
Push-ups, pull-ups and wind­ 
mill exercises are all good Be 
sure to use exercises that help 


pull your shoulders back to 
m aintain good posture for 
you These are movements of 
the a r m s in a backwar d 
fashion as you do if you are 
swimming the backstroke 
You can help tone up sagg­ 
ing muscles in the abdomen 
with sit-ups and you can tone 
up that “ derriere’’ with old 
fashioned bumps and grinds 
To h e l p y o u in y o u r 
rearranging program I am 
sending you The Health Letter 
number 3-7, Girth Control:
